REMARKS 



Entry of the above amendment prior to Examination is requested. 

Claim 12 has been canceled. Claim 8 has been amended to recite the step of " visually 
identifying nucleotides . . " This language is seen on page 19 of the original specification 
where it is stated that "Identification of solitary peaks, and direct basecalling can be 
performed either visually by humans, or automatically by using machine-based image 
processing or pattern recognition techniques." Claim 8 has further been amended to remove 
the word 'said' due to lack of antecedent basis. 

An examination on the merits is requested.
